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Foreword 

As  Chairman  of  the  Planning  Committee  for  the  National 
Council  of  the  Churches  of  Christ  in  the  United  States  of  Amer- 
ica, it  is  my  privilege  to  welcome  you  to  its  Constituting  Con- 
vention and  its  first  General  Assembly. 

Behind  this  gathering  lie  ten  years  of  continuous  discussion 
of  the  best  procedure  for  bringing  about  fuller  fellowship  and 
greater  cooperation  among  the  churches  of  our  country.  The 
plan  which  is  now  to  be  consummated  in  the  middle  of  the 
twentieth  century  is  a natural  outgrowth  of  the  achievements 
of  the  first  half  of  the  century.  It  is  made  possible  by  the  work 
of  the  cooperative  agencies  which  have  already  been  tested  by 
fruitful  experience.  It  draws  them  together  into  a new  Council, 
embracing  all  their  interests  and  directly  responsible  to  the 
churches  to  which  the  Council  owes  its  life. 

The  new  Council  should  be  regarded  not  only  as  a more 
effective  instrument  for  common  tasks  but  as  something  still 
more  significant.  It  is  the  outward  manifestation  of  a deepening 
sense  of  our  spiritual  unity  in  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  as  the  one 
Head  of  the  Church.  It  is  a forward  movement  in  the  direction 
of  a greater  Christian  unity  while  at  the  same  time  we  preserve 
the  Christian  liberty  which  is  our  precious  heritage.

Seating  and  Classifications 

Voting  Representatives  to  the  Consti- 
tuting Convention— persons  officially  ap- 
pointed by  denominations  according  to 
the  provisions  of  the  constitution.  They 
are  assigned  the  seats  at  tables  in  Section 
A on  the  ground  floor  of  the  Auditorium. 

Alternate  Voting  Representatives  — 
persons  appointed  to  serve  in  case  official 
representatives  are  unable  to  do  so.  Al- 
ternates are  assigned  to  section  B on  the 
ground  floor  of  the  Auditorium  at  the 
business  sessions. 

Consultants— persons  who  compose 
the  staffs  and  official  boards  of  the  unit- 
ing agencies  and  the  staffs  of  cooperat- 
ing state  and  local  councils.  They  are 
seated  in  section  B on  the  ground  floor 
of  the  Auditorium  at  the  business  ses- 
sions. 

Invited  Guests— a limited  number  of 
persons,  including  speakers  on  the  pro- 
gram, invited  because  of  special  contri- 
butions which  they  may  make.  They  are 
seated  at  designated  tables  on  the  ground 
floor  of  the  Auditorium  at  the  business 
sessions,  together  with  fraternal  dele- 
gates from  several  Christian  bodies. 

Visiting  Delegates— persons  who  are 
serving  on  committees  or  other  organized 
groups  of  the  uniting  agencies,  plus  ad- 


ditional persons  who  have  been  chosen 
by  denominations  or  councils  according 
to  quotas  for  attendance  at  Cleveland. 
They  are  seated  in  the  balcony  and  in  a 
limited  number  of  chairs  on  the  peri- 
phery of  the  ground  floor. 

Section  A is  reserved  for  voting  rep- 
resentatives at  all  sessions.  At  the  eve- 
ning sessions  all  seats  except  those  at 
the  tables  in  Section  A are  available  for 
any  persons  in  attendance. 

At  the  afternoon  sessions  for  visiting 
delegates  in  the  Music  Hall  all  seats  are 
open  for  any  persons  in  attendance. 

Entrances— All  persons  will  use  Lake- 
side Avenue  entrance  for  morning  and 
evening  sessions.  Registered  delegates 
will  use  St.  Claire  Avenue  entrance  to 
Music  Hall  for  afternoon  sessions;  single 
admissions  must  be  obtained  at  Lakeside 
Avenue  entrance.  The  Press  entrance  is 
on  the  Mall.

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Cleveland — Your  Host  City 

This  is  the  story  about  Cleveland,  your  convention  city. 

The  Cleveland  of  today  is  a big,  busy  city— Ohio’s  first  and  the  nation’s 
sixth.  It  is  nothing  like  the  spot  along  Lake  Erie  and  the  Cuyahoga  River 
that  General  Moses  Cleveland  surveyed  in  July,  1796.  This  spot  now  is  a 
city  of  more  than  a million  people,  the  capital  of  a great  trade  empire,  and 
an  industrial  giant. 

Gems  of  the  city’s  cultural  treasures  are  the  Cleveland  Museum  of 
Art  and  Severance  Hall,  both  located  in  University  Circle  overlooking 
Wade  Park.  The  art  institution  is  one  of  the  most  beautiful  museum 
buildings  in  America  and  through  its  cooperation  with  the  city’s  schools 
and  colleges  has  become  an  essential  factor  in  the  educational  life  of 
Cleveland.  Severance  Hall  is  the  home  of  the  Cleveland  Symphony  Or- 
chestra. Other  famous  institutions  in  Cleveland  include  the  Museum  of 
Natural  History,  the  Western  Reserve  Historical  Society  Museum,  Dun- 
ham Tavern,  the  Public  Library,  the  Health  Museum,  Brookside  Zoo, 
and  Nela  Park  University  of  Light. 

Cleveland  also  ranks  among  the  nation’s  outstanding  cultural  and  edu- 
cational centers.  Western  Reserve  University,  comprising  various  col- 
leges, is  one  of  Ohio’s  oldest  and  best  collegiate  institutions.  Case  Institute 
of  Technology,  adjoining  the  campus  of  Western  Reserve,  is  among  the 
country’s  top  engineering  schools.  The  two  institutions  occupy  high 
ground  overlooking  beautiful  Wade  Park.  Other  Cleveland  collegiate 
institutions  are  John  Carroll  University  and  Fenn,  Ursuline  and  Notre 
Dame  colleges. 

The  Public  Auditorium,  in  which  all  general  sessions  of  the  Constitut- 
ing Convention  are  being  held,  is  famed  throughout  the  country  for  its 
unique  facilities  and  capacity.  It  has  housed  many  of  the  largest  meetings 
and  expositions  that  are  annually  held  in  the  United  States,  and  fre- 
quently is  the  scene  of  great  religious  gatherings. 

The  Hall  has  three  theaters,  ten  halls  seating  75  to  500  each  and  many 
committee  rooms  and  offices  which  make  it  ideal  for  an  all-around  con- 
vention operation.  The  main  auditorium  seats  12,500;  the  Music  Hall 
seats  3,000  and  can  be  thrown  together  with  the  main  hall  so  that  16,000 
can  watch  the  action  on  the  5,000  square  foot  stage.
